In his address, illustrated with | 
lantern slides, Dr. Shapley said that 
the sun and “the {thousands of? str- 
rounding stars were members of a 
“star cloud,” a ‘local system,” 
which is a few thousand light-years 
in @iameter. * 

System One of Many. 

This local system, he said, is one 
of Many lying along the Milky. Way. 
Irregular patches of light in the 
Milky Way are, now .shown to. be 
other star clouds of much the same 
dimensions, he, said. Some, of the 
outside galaxies are also of the same 
sizé, he declared, ‘suggesting that 
they should be compared not ‘with 
our whole galactic system, but rather 
with the local system and ‘the stac 
clouds which are subsidiary parts of 
the Milky Way. 

Qur galactic’ system 1s therefore a 
System of higher order, a group of 
ordinary galaxies, and should be in 
thé same class. as the great: Coma 
Vitgo cloud of galaxies, which’ is 
some 10,000,000. light-years: distant, 
Dr, Shapley: said. 

Shavley’s classification of star 
clo ds, galaxies and super-galaxies 
is Gnly a part of a much more exten- 
Sive classificat'on of the sidereal sys- 
tem which he and his assistant at the 
Harvard Observatorv have develoned 
It mvolves the double and multiple 
stats on which he worked here at 
Princeton as a stvdent fifteen years 
ago; the globular star elusters which.

A 
revision of the language of Articles 
VI and XXIX was proposed so. that 
the latter could not be interpreted 
as nullifying the swéeping liberties 
to foreigners provided by the former. 
Article VI reads: 
“Nationals of any high contracting 
party admitted into the territory. of 
another ‘high contracting party shall 
enjoy therein, provided they comply 
with the laws arid regulations of that 
party, the same freedom to: travel, 
sojourn, establish themselves,’ elect 
their domicile and move from place 
to-place as the nationals of the coun- 
try in question ‘without being subject 
to any conditions or regulations 
other than those to..which nationals 
are subjected, ‘but. without, prejudice 
to police regulations governing for- 
eigners,’’ 

Article XXIX, however, says in ef- 
fect that all countries signing the 
convention will not bind thémselves 
in any way regarding the conditions 
under which they will admit foreign- 
ers and that their police regulations 
will not be affected. . 

Thus Article guarantees the 
same freedom to a foreigner to work 
or carry. on business as a national 
enjoys, oncehe is edmitted to the 
country.’

gave way to Geneva. It still is be- 
lieved here that the present conflict 
in dates will be solved in the same 
way. 

The Geneva view is that it would

INVENTS SAFETY PARACHUTE 


Baltimore - Man Perfects One Which 
He Says, Will Open of Itself. 


Special to he New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 18.—George G. 
Schwabek, a Baltimore inventor, has 
perfected a parachute which he as- 
serts will. open..within a few feet 
after its release and can be operated 
safely from 50 to 100 feet above the 
earth. 

Instead of »the® jumper’s weight 
resting entirely on shrouds attached 
to the outer edge, as with the usual 
parachute, a strand of silken cord 
pod orts some of the weight. The 

is attached to the peak of the 
parachute, and thus has a tendency 
pull downward from the centre, 
aura the parachute to open almost 
immediately, over to the opening 
of an umbrella. 

An added feature of Mr. Schwa- 
bek’s parachute is a rubber tube 
attached to the outer edge of the silk. 
Running from this tube to a small 
tank filled with compressed air at- 
tached to the pier e straps is a 
small. rubber hose. e parachute 
fails..to. function eet the de- 
scending jumper presses a button, 
which releases the compressed air 
into the tube and causes the para- 
chute to billow out at once. 

Other inventions of Mr. Schwabek 
include a collapsible and unsinkable 
life boat.and a life belt.

Long Island Corporation Proposal, 
Involving Condemnation, Opposed 
by Realty Group Head. 





The Committee of the Whole of the 
Board of Estimate voted approval 
yesterday of the proposal to acquire 
the plant of the Long Island Water 
Corporation, serving 10,000 residents 
of the Rockaways, by condemnation, 
at an approximate’ cost of $2,000,000.

G. White Management Corporation 
owned the plant.

Gas and Electricity said. the com- 
pany had an. old agreement which 
corres Its in- 
come from customers was only abuut 
$330,000 a year, he admitted, but said 
the city could not duplicate. its plant 
in less than. two working seasons. 
Meanwhile, he said, residents of the 
Rockaways would be forced: to pay 
twice as much for their. water as 
they would pay for city water...

Miss Perkins Assails ‘‘Para- 
sites’’ Who Fail to Provide 


Adequate Wage. 








LIVING COST PUT AT $14.69 





Minimum Sum Allows Only 
Food and Shelter, She Tells

A plea to industry to pay working 
women sufficient wages to insure 
health and security as well as to pro- 
vide food, clothing and shelter was 
made yéstetday by Industrial Com- 
missioner Frances Perkins, who said 
thousands of girls in the city did not 
receive enough for their services to 
enable them to live in comfort un- 
less subsidized by their families, 
friends or some agency existing es- 
pecially for that purpose. She spoke 
at 
vania which opened a two-day con- 
ference on housing problems under 
the auspices of the Association to 
Promote. Proper Housing for Girls. 

Figures compiled by the Bureau of 
Women in Industry of the State De- 
partment of Labor during the week 
ended Sept. 14, Miss Perkins said, 
indicated that a room and three 
meals a day in New York City cost 
a girl at the very least $14.69 a week. 
This amount, she explained, includes 
only food and room:and does not al- 
low for clothes or car fare. The cur- 
rent beginner’s wage offered, she 
said, varies from $13 to $15 a week. 


Lists Minimum “Needs. 


“A girl should have food, clothing} b 
and a roof,’’*she said; ‘‘of sufficient 
quantity and good enough quality to 
insure, first of all, health, and after 
that security—that is, some assur- 
ance that the means of subsistence 
will not be withdrawn, and some pro- 
vision against old age or misfortune— 
such as sickness 6r accident insur- 
ance or an endowment policy. All 
these things are outside the require- 
ments fof making life worth living.” 

The tendency of girls to economize 
on food in order to have better and 
More attractive clothing, Miss Per- 
kins. thought, was. a sound instinct,

He Opposes Swelling Pension 
Fund by Asking Business 
Men for Advertising. 





ADVISES RELIEF BY LAW 





Officers of Veterans’ Body Declare 
$8,000 Was Earned on First 
issue of the Publication. 


+ 





The Police Veterans’ Association 
was asked by Commissioner Whalen 
yesterday to cease publishing The 
New York Police Magazine, for 
which it solicited’ advertisements 
from business men, and to vacate by 
Dec. 1 the offices which the depart- 
ment had permitted it to occupy in 
the Greenwich Street police station. 

The Veterans’ Association came 
under investigation hy the commis- 
sioner last week, when the first issue 
of its magazine, entitled ‘“The History | * 
of the New York Police Depart- 
ment,” came off the press. Mr. 
Whalen was particularly interested 
in the methods used by the associa- 
tion in soliciting contributions and 
advertisements. Officers of the asgo- 
ciation said that the profits of the 
magazine, which were about $8,000 
on the first issue, went into a special 
fund to supplement the pensions of 
retired policemen, some of whom, 
the officers said, were living in ab- 
ject poverty because of the insuffi- 
ciency of their pensions. 

In a letter yesterday Commissioner 
Whalen advised the association that 
‘the continued publication and solici- 
tation of advertisements for this 
magazine is without the consent of 
the Police Commissioner,’’ and that 
the veterans’ ‘‘court of relief is with 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment and not through contribu- 
tions from business men for ‘adver- 
tising.’’’ 

The commissioner discussed in 
some detail in his letter the bill for 
higher pensions which the Veterans’ 
Association had sponsored and which 
was defeated after the Commissioner 
had opposed it before the Board of 
Estimate. 

“You were -further advised. at the 
time of your visit to me,’’ the com- 
missioner continued, ‘‘that a local 
law, drawn carefully, that would give 
a reasonable amount of relief whcre 
existent pensions are inadequate 
would receive the favorable consider- 
ation of the Police Commissioner.’’

The flood condition lasted for two 
hours, an hour before and an hour 
after the tide reached its peak. Half 
the length of Long Wharf from At- 
lantic Avenue was covered with 
seven inches of water and trucks 
which had business on the pier 
plowed through, throwing spray high 
in the air. 

The Eastern Avenue approach to 
South Ferry was inundated with 
more that a foot of water and foot 
passengers unable to board the fer- 
ries were taken aboard on trucks. 

Winthrop’s seaside suffered much 
damage as the big waves battered 
the breakwater and crashed ove!

‘Strong Enough to Crack Buildings.’ 


Harvard Observatory officials 
stated that it was “the greatest 
earthquake in size in many years, 
very severe for this locality and — 
ficiently strong to cause cracks in 
buildings.’’ 

The first shock was recorded on 
one of two new seismographs of un- 
usual sensitivity at Harvard at 3:35 
o'clock, and at 4 o’clock this seis- 
mograph was taken off and a second 

eismograph put in place, but not 
until 4:45 did the tremor end. 

The disturbance, in all, continued 
for one hour and ten minutes, the 
Harvard officials said, but the most 
severe shock, at the outset, lasted 
four minutes. 


Source Put in “Fundian Fault.’’ 


Professor Kirtley F. Mather of 
Harvard, an authority on earth- 
quakes, placed the source of today’s 
earthquake ‘‘for a very good guess” 
somewhere along the Fundian Fault, 
which runs southwestward under the 
ocean from the Bay of Fundy to 
Cape Ann, above Gloucester. 

A shift in the earth crust along the 
fault would cause such shocks as 
noted today, he said; pointing out 
that the last heavy quake here, on 

7, 1925, was caused by such a 
shift, although there were no indica- 
tions of further heavy shocks from 
that quarter in the near future. 

The fact that the Fundian Fault 
lies entirely under the ocean might 
cause a small tidal wave, Professor 
Mather added. Unusually high water 
was noted along the Northern Massa- 
chusetts coast today, the noon tide 
running four feet above normal. But 
today’s sudden and strong northeast- 
erly gales may have been almost 
wholly responsible for the high wa- 
ters which flooded the Boston water- 
front and caused thousands of dol- 
lars’ damage to merchandise. 

With Boston and cities and towns 
near by in the grip of a strong 
northeast rainstorm, the earthquake 
alarmed thousands of men and wo- 
men in office buildings, stores, fac- 
tories and the yarious city and State 
buildings. 

Within a few minutes telephorie ex- 
changes were flooded with calis, and 
many believed that a disastrous ex- 
plosion had occurred. In the metro- 
politan area telephone officials re- 
ported that main exchange. switch- 
boards were: literally ablaze with 
winking signal lights.

ON PISTOL CHARGE 


Scaitas* Man, : 
Shooting Detective, of Misde- 
meanor Instead of Assault. 








DEMURS AT FIVE-YEAR TERM 





More Serious Accusation Fails Be- 
cause Prosecutor Is Unable to 
Use Pistol.in Evidence. 





Because of its’ opposition to. the 
pistol clause of one of the Baumes 
laws, a jury in Judge Koenig’s part 
of General Sessions refused. last 
evening to convict Samuel Pisano, 
47 years old; on a first-degree fe- 
lonious assault charge for shooting 
at a detective, but found him guilty 
of third-degree assault, a mis- 
demeanor. 

The verdict means that Pisano. will 
be spared at least a:five-year manda- 
tory Sing Sing term for the use 
of the pistol when he is arraigned 
next. Monday :and will probably re- 
ceive instead an indeterminate sen- 
tence of from six months to three 
years. The first and second degree 
assault charges under which Pisano 
had been indicted, including the pis- 
tol charge, called. for a maximum 
fifteen-year term. 

The case against Pisano on the 
more serious charge failed because 
Assistant District Attorney Joseph 
P. Martin was unable to put ‘in evi- 
dence the pistol with which Detective 
Thomas J. O’Kane, who was pro- 
moted by Commissioner Whalen for 
bravery in his capt of Pisano, 
alleged Pisano attempted to shoot 
him. The. pistol was found by the 
detective on a window on the third 
floor of a lodging house at 83 Bow- 
ery at midnight on Aug. 11, soon 
after, O’Kane alleged, Pisano had 
fired a shot at him at Chrystie and 
Forsythe Streets, and was shot in 
the right arm by the detective in 
return, 

O’Kane is bodyguard and chauffeur 


for Deputy Police Commissioner. Sin- 
nott. He testified he . was 
seated in his car near the corner 
when he heard the report of a pistol. 
Running up. he continued, he found 
Pisano, o lived at 329 Broome 
Street, standing on the corner with 
a smoking pistol in his hand, It 
was when he attempted to disarm 
him that Pisano fired at him and, 
although wounded by the detective’s 
return fire, ran west through Chrys- 
tie Street. 

Pisano was captured after a chase 
in a lodging house near Chrystie 
Street in the Bowery, having dis- 
carded the pistol, the detective said. 

Pisano. testified that. he knew 
nothing about the attempt to. shoot 
the detective or the chase.

Dr. Bossard Puts Cost of Dependent 
and Delinquent Classes at 
$25,000,000,000 a Year. 





A debate between Canon William 
Sheafe Chase and Dr. Joseph Mayer, 
sociologist, marked the opening ses- 
sion yesterday at the Astor of the 
National Birth Control Conference 
under the auspices of the American 
Birth Control League. ‘The confer- 
ence will continue today and tomor- 
row. 

Canon Chase argued that self-im- 
posed discipline was necessary to 
prevent ‘utter demoralization, and 
asserted that the: records showed 
that in places where birth control 
was most practiced the facts bore 
him. out. He declared that the in- 
fluence of the birth control move- 
ment was immoral in that it tended 
to cut down the birth rate among 
those classes best fitted: to have chil- 
dren, while the higher rate continued 
mc other classes. 

Dr.. Mayer asserted that to keep 
birth control information from mar- 
ried persons, rather than advocacy 
of ‘distribution of such informatiou, 
was the real immorality. This lack, 
he said, ‘results’ in large families, 
often under conditions where over- 
crowding in cramped quarters leads 
to the breaking down or moral fiber 
leading to other forms of immorality. 
It also- encourages marital infelici- 
ties, leading to infidelity.”’

A FEMININE “ FIRST.” 

Miss FLORENCE RENA SABIN has so 
many “firsts” to her credit that it 
is not surprising that she should 
have been selected by a highly com- 
petent committee as “the American 
“woman who has made the most 
“distinctive contribution to Ameri- 
“ can life in the fields of arts, letters 
“or the sciences.” In her case it is 
the field of the sciences, In, it she 
has_ already. had the. distinction .of 
being chosen as the first woman 
member of the National Academy of 
Sciences in session today at Prince- 
ton. Recognition by her own pro- 
fession is the highest tribute, but it 
must be gratifying to her that her 
technical contributions in her own 
field have given her supreme place 
among her sisters in the estimate of 
the informed public: 

She was among the first women 
to! be admitted to the Johns Hopkins 
University, Medical School. For a 
paper reporting the results of her 
research work as ‘a graduate’student 
in that university, relative to the 
development of the lymphatic vessels 
of the body, she was awarded a prize 
of $1,000. It was selected for this 
award as “the best scientific thesis 
“ written by a woman. embodying 
“new observations:and new conclu- 
“ sions based on independent labora- 
“tory research.” Then she was the 
first woman to be elected to a pro- 
fessorship in a medical school of 
first. rank. (Johns Hopkins), .and 
she was the first woman to be ap- 
pointed a full member of the staff 
of the Rockefeller Institute for Med- 
ical. Research. The-.award of. the 
Pictorial Review ‘prize of $5,000 is 
the latest of the “ firsts,” but the 
researches in which she is still. en- 
gaged suggest that it is not the 
last.. 

Her latest research proceeds upon 
the theory that a product of the 
tubercle bacillus will be found 
which will<in turn create, through 


processes already in use, tuberculosis 


antitoxin. She has made it clear in 
all her public statements that she 
has not discovered a cure for the 
disease, but, as Dr. LINSLY WIL- 
LIAMS of the Academy of Medicine 
said last year concerning the experi- 
ments which are being carried on by 
Dr, SABIN and~her associates, there 
is hope that more important results 
may. be reported in the next. few 
years.’ She" has found. “adventure ” 
and. eyen “romance” in studying 
and counting the red and white cor-" 
puscles and their rhythms “in the 
human body, as the astronomer has 
found his in observing the stars. 
But a greater adventure no doubt 
still lies ahead for her. It imports 
the advent of a new era that a 
woman who has won so many 
“firsts” in the field of science 
should also rank with “firsts” 
among men, 

















THOMAS POWER 0’CONNOR. 


Was JOHN MORLEY talking ironi- 
cally or as a reproving economist 
when he spoke to Mr. O’CoNNoR 
of the latter’s “ squandered life’?

Who has more encouragement 
to live long than an annuitant? It 
was like “Tay Pay,” it was “just 
like an Irishman,” to break the rule 
end deny the omen. Judged by the 
number and warmth of his friend- 
ships,. by. his active part. in.a. great 
historic movement, by his final con- 
quest of. the good-will and affec- 
tion of leaders and members $f ‘all 
parties, at least in England, ye car 
reer was fortunate. 

In this country, to which he-often 
came, he ‘won # wealth of esteém; 
and the bitterness of division’ that 
existed among Americans of. Irish 
stock in some of his earlier visits 
has largely subsided since Irish na- 
tionalism was embodied in the Free 
State.

The Presidential campaign in Mex- 
ico, which resulted in the election 
of PASCUAL ORTIZ RUBIO, was for the 
first time conducted as an appeal to 
the people from public platforms. 
Never before were meetings / ad- 
dressed in all parts of the country 
by candidates for the Presidency. 
Never before were the newspapers 
so outspokén. President PORTES GiL 
maintained an impartial public. at- 
titude, and. there is no reason to 
believe that he used his influence 
secretly in favor of the candidate of 
the National Revolutionary party. 
Representing the National Non-Re- 
election party, JOSE VASCONCELOS, 
who: began a ‘personal campaign 
more than a year ago, exhibited an 
independence of opinion and aggres- 
siveness unusual.in. Mexico. He 
spoke to crowded meetings, even in 
the theatres to which he charged 
admission. .Of his popularity there 
could be no doubt. Seldom has a 
political orator in Mexico attracted 
so-many’ followers.

Yes, because when the |‘ 
contribution is once made the matter 
is ended, and that is the sad thing 
about contributions. We blind people’ 
want the constant interest of you 
who see, We want you to take us 
by the hand as you do your friends; 
to slap us on the back; to make us 
feel we are part and parcel of the 
society in’ which you move, and not a 
class apart. Valuable as money may 
be, this. would be of far greater 
value. ‘Extend to us the helpful-hand 
of friendship; open to us the doors of 
your factories and offices; give us an 
opportunity to work for you and with 
you, but always on the express condi- 
tion that we can do the particnlar 
job just as well as your seeing em- 
ployes can do it. Do. this, but this, 
and the need to raise money to help 
the blind will gradually but définitely 
disappear, except for those; who, like 
many people who sée, are unable to 
meet the keen competition of this 
workaday world.

Under 
the contributory plan the.,employes 
pea a. certain. flexible amount 
per $1,000 and the employer. the 
balance, whatever it Ba i to. ¥ 
That balance. changes with the aver- 
age age of the group every time the 
age is re-ascertained for premium 
adjustment purposes. The same ap- 
plies when the employer pays the | 
entire cost of the policy. 

If the employer believes that the 
experience of matured employes is an 
asset, he pays the differétice cheér- 
fully, but if he considers ‘pep’ the 
main desideratum.in an employe,-he 
welcomes the savings as an increase 
of the “balance available for divi- 
dends.”’ 

All group insurance should be 
under the contributory plan and the 
shares paid by each party should be 
reversed.

from the other direction by promi- 
nent athletes secking by evasion and 
chicanery to obtain the material re- 
wards of professionalism while 
maintaining their amateur standing, 
amateur sport, finds its burdens in- 
creased instead of relieved by the 
press, and it will suffer a mortal 
wound if these assaults upon: ama- 
teurism by those who have it within 
their power to educate the public 
do ‘not cease. 

“Some newspaper writers. have 
advoceted the abolition of the ama- 
teur code and the elimination of the 
distinction between professionals 
and amateurs so far as the public is 
concerned. Editorials have. been 
written. referring to -the. amateur 
code as a joke and stating that 
there are no longer any amateurs. 
It is asserted that our amateur ruics 
are producing a race of cheats and 
liars.

ASKS KNIGHT TO Alb 





Governor Writes Senator Board of 
Public Works Is Equipped to 
Handle Task,

ALBANY, WNov.. 18.— Governor 
Roosevelt today sent a letter to Sen- 
ator John Knight, chairman of the 
Commission on .Revision of ..Public 
Service Commissions Laws, in which 
he pointed out that the State is ex- 
pending $65,000 for engineering ser- 
vice in the Public Service Commis- 
sion, principally on grade-crossing 
work, and $61,000 a year in the De- 
partment of Public Works for sim- 
ilar work. 

The Governor stated that-he had 
been informed by the Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, Colonel Fred- 


erick Stuart Greene, that, the pres- }; 


ent force in Colonel’ Greene's office 
could do the samé work more quickly 
and with less complication than it 
is being done at present. 

The Governor points out that. a 
transfer to the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of all responsibility for 
the elimination of grade-crossings ex- 
cept for the original ordering of the 
work by the Public Service Commis- 
sion would save $65,000 a year; save 
25 per cent of the present legal ad- 
ministrative and accounting salaries, 
cut red tape and save much time 
“now wasted.”’ 


Text of Governor’s Letter.

It appears that there are now six- 
teen engineers -and others em- 
ployed hy the Public Service Com- 
mission on grade-crossing elimina- 
tion work at a total salary of about 
$65,000 and the new budget asks 
for about $10,000 more. 

Furthermore, Mr. Vanneman, the 
chief engineer of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, stated that-in ad- 
dition to this salary roll a large 

art of the other employes of th. 

blic .. Service. -Commission..scat- 
tered through other divisions are 
engagéd on grade-crossing elimina- 
tion work. 
Two Functions Necessary. 

It was cstimated by those repre- 
senting the Public Service Commis- 
sion at the hearing that approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the work of 
these other divisions of the Public 
Service Commission relates direct- 
ly to grade’ crossings. : 4 

I am concerned, however, =. 
marily with the question of 
proper State policy in eliminating 
grade crossings. In a nutshell, it 
would seem to resolve itself into 
two functions. 

First, the judicial function of de- 
termining .which ‘crossings ‘should 
be first eliminated and how many 
should be ordered to be eliminated 
each year. 

Secondly, the actual operation of 
the elimination, a purely adminis- 
trative as opposed to a’ judicial 
function.

C. MacNulty, head of; the licensing 
division in the Department of State. 
He reported today that up to Nov. 1 
a total of 16,449 real estate brokers 
and 7,819 salesmen had renewed their 
licenses to operate during the fiscal 
year which began on that date. Dur; 
ing the previous: licensing year there’ 
were 25,089 brokers and 16,011 sales- 
men, as compared’ ‘with 25,625 bro- 
kers and ,46,880 ‘palesmitn ‘the yéat 
before. 

In discussing the dectOale” in bro-| 
kers and salesmen Mr. MacNulty 
said: a 

“Of course there are many who 
fail to apply for renewal of their 
licenses before Nov. 1, despite the 
fact that under the law they can 
make no claim for compensation for 
services rendered while unlicensed, 
and are also liable to prosecution 
criminally for operating without a 
license. Since Nov. 1—just to indi- 
eate that there are Revers 2 still with- 
out licenses—1,439 brokers.and 862 
salesmen ‘have applied for licenses, 
thereby increasing the number to 
date for the current year to 17,888 
brokers and salesmen. 
applications are coming im»now at 
the rate of about 100 a day, and are 
being filled as fast ds possible. 

“Several weeks ago this division 
warned the realestate brokers and 
salesmen that they would be unable 


to operate legally after Nov. 1, when |

Seeks More for ‘Transit 
Board Over the Elimination 
of. Grade Crossings.

.. The- Transit Commission’s plan for 
rapid transit unification.and the 
Untermyer transit. control’ bill, ‘de- 
‘signed to make it effective, were 
Submitted yesterday to the joint leg- 
islative commission’ which is ‘inves- 
tigating. public utility regulation and 
control in this. State. Testifying at 
a hearing in the Aldermanic .cham- 
ber. in City Hall, Chalrman William 
G. Fullen outlined the principal fea- 
tures of the plan and the enabling 
legislation, and- voiced -the opinion 
that passage of the Untermyer bill 
bythe 1930 Legislature would result 
in ‘the speedy achievement of unifica- 
tion in this city, 

Mr. Fullen’s testimony supplement- 
ed a full memorandum submitted to 
the joint committee several weeks 
ago. He also gave oral testimony 
enlarging upon a memorandum in 
which the commission was asked to 
recommend passage of legislation 
which ‘would abrogate the Interbor- 
ough ‘Rapid. Transit Company’s pres- 
ent voting trust agreement. This 
trust, he explained, puts complete 
control of the choice of company di- 
rectors in the hands of Frank Hed- 
ley, Interborough president, and 
Frank L. Polk and blocks the com- 
mission from: speeding company par- 
ticipation in unification conferences 
by direct appeal to stockholders to 
elect directors more in sympathy 
with the commission’s plans. 


Asks More Crossing Power. 


Transit Commissioner Leon. G. 
Godley also testified yesterday, ex- 
plaining memoranda previously sub- 
mitted to the committee, recom- 
mending legislative changes which 
would broaden the commission’s 
powers over grade-crossing elimina- 
tion work and simplify its functions 
with respect to bus transportation. 
Commissioner Charles C. Lockwood 
and George H. Stover, counsel for 
the commission, were present, but 
did not testify. 

The Untermyer bill and the_unifi- 


cation plan did not get upon the 
committee’s record without copent, 
tion. State Senator John Kn 
who played a leading part in block. 
ing the bill last Spring, declared yes- 
terday, after Mr. Fullen began his 
explanation of the bill and the plan, 
that the matter was not within the 
scope of the legislative investigation. 
Mr. Fullen pointed out that the reso- 
lution under which the legislative 
commission functioned, called for in- 
vestigation of the public service com- 
mission law, of which the unification 
mandate of 1921 was ‘a part. He was 
upheld in this view by Colonel Wil- 
liam J. Donovan, counsel for the leg- 
islative committee. 

Senator Thayer, however, blocked 
any extensive discussion of the bill, 
déclaring that it was certain that it 
would be again introduced in Albany 
in 1930 and that the customary joint. 
public hearing of the Assembly and 
Senate Committees on Public Ser- 
vice .was the proper forum for de- 
tailed analysis of the measure. 

“Do you think .there: will: be as 
much opposition to the bill next year 
as there was in 1929?’’ Senator 
Thayer asked Mr. Fullen at one 
Pho of the hearing pea 
that there will not be any 
tk on. at all,’’ .was the. reply. 

Wen ator Thayer’ s reference was to 
the vigorous objections voiced 
against the measure before the 1929 
ge legislative comme. of which 

e was chairman, by the Interbor- 
ough, the Merchants’ Association of 
New York and the Citizens’ Union. 

Commissioner Fullen, in response 
to questions by Colonel Donovan, de- 
clared that the bill and the Unter- 
myer plan had the unanimous ap-
